Mr#  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1958  on  ‘the 
health  of  the  Rural  District  of  Hollingbourn# 

The  health  record  for  the  year  has  been  a good  one,  and  as  you 
will  see  from  the  comparative  figures  in  the  pages  that  follow,  your 
district,  except  in  the  case  of  tuberculosis  mortality,  compares  very 
favourably  with  that  of  England  and  Wales  and  the  surrounding  local 
authorities®  This  tuberculosis  mortality  rate  is  an  unusual  one, 
and  no  firm  conclusion  can  be  drawn  from  it#  The  amount  of  tubercu- 
losis in  your  district  is  not  high,  but  the  existence  of  a sanitorium 
tends  to  focus  this  disease  in  an  artificial  light# 

The  work  of  the  Rural  District  grows  from  year  to  year,  and  you 
will  see  from  Mr#  Page’s  report  that  a very  considerable  body  of  work 
was  undertaken  by  way  of  inspections,  of  which  I|.,28ii.  were  carried  out 
during  the  year#  When  one  considers  that  the  Public  Health  Department 
during  1958  was  c cabined  with  tho  Surveyor’s  Department,  the  bulk  of 
these  inspections  fell  on  Mr#  Chambers  and  Mr#  Brook  your  Public  Health 
Inspectors,  and  involved  a considerable  amount  of  travelling® 

Now  that  tho  Department  has  been  re-organised  it  is  hoped  that 
more  attention  can  bo  paid  to  the  puroly  public  health  problems,  and  a 
greater  regularity  will  bo  possible  in  much  of  tho  routine  work# 

One  of  tho  main  concorns  of  your  Council  at  tho  momont  is  to  see 
that  soworago  is  made  availablo  in  as  many  communities  as  possible,  and 
this  aspect  of  your  work  has  boon  given  a considerable  dogreo  of  priority# 

The  schomos  envisaged  will  add  greatly  to  tho  health  amenities  of 
your  district,  and  I know  it  is  your  intention  to  widen  their  scope  as 
far  as  tho  financial  burden  can  bo  carriod# 

You  will  see  that  I have  referrod  in  this  Report  to  tho  "community 
immunity"  agains  infectious  diseases,  in  particular  diphtheria  and 
poliomyelitis#  Thoro  is  no  doubt  that  it  is  through  a high  lovol  of 
immunity  within  the  population  as  a who  la  that  tho  biological  ovolution 
of  an  organism  can  be  affected,  thereby  changing  its  virulence  and 
contributing  greatly  to  tho  safoty  of  tho  aroa# 

I havo  expressed  my  viows  at  your  committeo  meetings  on  tho  kind 
of  publicity  which  appears  to  bo  necessary  before  it  is  brought  homo 
to  people  that  the  woapons  of  protoction  are  in  their  own  hands,  and 
that  they  only  nood  to  bo  used#  This  has  boon  underlined  by  tho 
extended  programme  of  poliomyelitis  vaccination  during  the  yoar  and  tho 
poor  responso  under  normal  conditions  that  accompanied  it#  By  furthor 
nation  wide  publicity,  hewovor,  tho  position  has  improved  and  you  now 
have  within  your  district  a growing  caucus  of  immunity  which  will 
afford  security  that  basically  all  parents  of  young  childron  must  suroly 
dosiro. 
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Ono  of  tho  major  public  hoalth  intorosts  which  has  arisen 
during  tho  year  has  boon  tho  concern  folt  ovor  tho  hazards  of 
ionizing  radiations*  Although  as  a rural  district  -wo  have  not  been 
intimatoly  engaged  in  the  public  hoalth  aspocts  of  radiation,  tho 
Council  will  rocall  that  this  subject  has  boon  spokon  about  in 
committoo  on  sovoral  occasions,  and  it  is  ono  which  is  obviously 
going  to  bo  of  considerable  importance  in  the  noar  future* 

This  is  a subjoct  of  groat  complexity,  and  wo  aro  at  a stage 
in  its  development  making  it  seldom  possible  to  bo  dogmatic  on  any 
singlo  aspect,  I think,  therefore,  it  is  worth  while  to  ropoat 
what  I have  said  in  reports  to  other  authorities,  that  wo  do  know 
that  tho  natural  background  radiation,  ovon  in  this  nucloar  ago,  is 
of  a far  higher  dogroo  than  any  addition  attributed  to  tho  so-called 
"man-mado  radiations"* 

Tho  interest  of  local  authorities  in  tho  futuro  will  bo  centred 
around  tho  relationship  of  radiation  to  food  and  water,  and  to  tho 
disposal  of  radioactivo  waste.  This  latter  problom  is  complicated, 
and  in  certain  circumstances  might  well  provo  a heavy  financial  bur  don* 
Intonso  rosoarch  is  going  on,  howovor,  in  order  to  ascortain  a method 
loss  cumbersome  and  loss  costly  than  tho  prosont  ono,  Tho  field  of 
public  hoalth  is  oxpanding  rapidly,  and  wo  would  make  a mistake  if  wo 
woro  to  ignoro  this  subjoct,  howover  remoto  at  tho  moment  it  would 
appoar  to  bo  to  tho  inhabitants  of  tho  rural  district* 

It  is  my  duty  and  plcasuro  to  rocord  my  appreciation  of  tho  fino 
work  undertaken  by  your  Sonior  Public  Hoalth  Inspoctor,  Mr*  C.W*  Pago, 
and  his  Deputy  Mr*  G.H.  Chambors  - who  on  1st  April  1959  bocamo  your 
Sonior  Public  Hoalth  Inspector  - and  tho  Additional  Inspoctor 
Mr*  S.  Brook*  All  havo  had  a groat  doal  to  do,  and  havo  carriod  out 
their  vrork  in  a spirit  of  officioncy  and  enthusiasm. 

Finally,  tho  work  of  tho  Public  Hoalth  Dopartmont  vitally  roquiros 
tho  support  and  oncouragomcnt  of  tho  Public  Health  Committoo  and  tho 
Council,  and  I am  glad  to  acknowlodgo  that  this  has  in  all  rospccts 
boon  given.

1958  was  a year  of  few  notifications  of  infections  disease, 
the  main  difference  in  the  notification  list  betwoen  this  year  and 
last  was  due  to  the  relatively  small  number  of  measles  cases  noti- 
fied in  1958*  As  I have  explained  to  the  Public  Health  Committoo 
measles  tonds  to  occur  in  two-yearly  cyclos,  and  it  so  happens  that 
1958  was  not  a year  in  which  this  disease  was  dominant* 

Again,  and  for  the  twelfth  year,  no  case  of  diphthoria 
occurred  in  your  district*  This  very  satisfactory  stato  of 
affairs  is  only  brought  about  by  a high  degree  of  community 
immunity,  and  will  only  remain  as  such  as  long  as  this  barrier  of 
protection  is  in  existence* 

There  were  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis  last  year,  as  comparod 
with  11  in  1957* 

Thoro  was  one  case  of  food  poisoning  which  was  an  isolatod 
incident  and  did  not  result  in  any  socondary  cases# 

The  casos  of  scarlet  fover  were  mild  and  did  not  present  any 
untoward  difficulties#

Poliomyelitis  is  such  a crippling  and  insidious  disoase  that  it 
bohovos  us  to  tako  ovory  procaution  that  is  possiblo  to  provont  tho 
onslaught  of  this  illnoss*  It  is  still  truo  that  tho  majority  of 
porsons  affoctod  by  poliomyo litis  aro  under  the  ago  of  15  years,  and 
it  has  been  found  that  whon  tho  community  barrier  against  infoction 
reaches  a certain  lovol,  it  is  thon  pushod  back  furthor  until 
poliomyelitis  is  in  truth  "infantile  paralysis." 

Maidstone  and  district  in  1957  had  a sharp  and  tragic  remindor 
of  tho  gravity  of  poliomyo  litis,  and  it  must  bo  a source  of  groat 
socurity  to  the  population  at  large  to  know  that  vaccination  is 
available*  It  is  now  up  to  tho  community  to  uso  tho  vaccine  and  to 
soo  that  tho  vaccinial  stato  is  maintained.

Although  whooping  cough  is  rogarded  as  a relatively  mild 
disease,  loading  to  fow  complications,  it  should  not  bo  forgotten 
that  in  infancy  it  is  still  a major  causo  of  disablomont,  and  can 
bo  a vory  grave  illnoss  indood,  Horc  again,  a considerable  amount 
of  protoction,  at  loast  against  tho  moro  sorious  typos  of  whooping 
cough,  can  bo  affordod  through  immunisation  whi eh  is  undortaken  in 
tho  oarly  months  of  lifo,  and  reinforced  either  immediately  prior 
to  tho  first  yoar  in  school,  or  during  tho  first  school  yoar. 

This  iinmunisation  gives  protection  which  is  woll  worth  while, 
and  should  novor  bo  nogloctcd  on  the  grounds  that  tho  illnoss  is 
now  "almost  negligible." 

In  England  and  Wales  in  1957  (the  most  rocont  roturn)  thoro 
woro  88  doaths  from  whooping  cough,  which  although  it  is  a low 
fatality  rato,  is  cortainly  not  cno  to  bo  ignored. 

By  tho  ond  of  1957  all  but  10  of  tho  local  health  authorities 
had  obtainod  authority  under  tho  National  Hoalth  Sorvico  Act,  I9k& 
to  raako  arrangomonts  for  immunisation  against  this  disoaso.  It  is 
considorod  that  tho  primary  injoction  should  bo  givon  at  about  tho 
third  month  of  life  in  ordor  to  mitigate  tho  sorious  offocts  which 
the  illnoss  might  causo  in  infancy.

Smallpox  vaccination,  apart  from  its  obvious  vital  hoalth 
implication,  is  almost  ono  of  tho  "social  nocossitios"  of  theso 
d$ys  of  modern  travel*  Tho  risk  of  primary  vaccination  in  infancy 
is  negligible,  but  for  an  adult  who  is  vaccinatod  for  tho  first 
timo  at  a lato  ago,  inconvonionco  may  bo  quito  considorablo. 

Since  International  Certificates  of  Vaccination  aro  roquirod 
for  travel  to  almost  any  part  of  the  world,  tho  ad  van  tag  os  of  tho 
primary  vaccination  attondod  by  little  or  no  inconvonionco,  with  a 
rovaccination  dono  in  adult  life,  should  outwoigh  any  arguments 
against  smallpox  protection* 

Thoro  aro  also  large  areas  of  tho  world  whoro  smallpox  is 
still  an  ondomic  disease,  and  tho  risk  of  bringing  in  the  illness 
through  air  travel  is  still  a vory  real  ono*

An  opportunity  has  been  taken  during  the  year  to  review  the 
number  of  cases  on  the  ’’active  list"  of  tuberculosis  cases#  This  has 

resulted  in  a decrease  in  the  number  on  our  register  from  161+  to  95* 

One  of  the  signs  that  tuberculosis,  although  by  no  means  conquered, 
has  bowed  to  the  inevitable  onslaught  of  new  specific  drugs  and  the 
greatly  increased  facilities  of  sanitoria,  has  been  the  extension  of  the 
work  of  the  Chest  Physician  to  have  regard  to  all  diseases  of  the  chest# 
This  has  enlarged  the  work  of  the  Chest  Clinic,  and  more  and  more  cases 
of  chest  disease  other  than  tuberculosis  are  being  brought  to  light, 
particularly  in  the  elderly# 

There  are  still  many  foci  of  infection  for  tuberculosis  in  the 
elderly  age  group,  and  this  is  also  a very  resistant  and  difficult  group 
to  tackle#  The  indications  are,  however,  that  with  the  increased 
facilities  and  the  wider  use  of  B.C.G.  notable  progress  is  likely  to  be 
made  in  the  next  two  or  three  decades#

As  will  be  seen  from  the  above  table,  the  majority  of  deaths 
from  cancer  occur  locally  in  the  ago  groups  over  65#  although  there 
aro  significant  deaths  taking  place  in  the  groups  in  middle  life. 
The  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  is  only  half  that  of 
last  year  - an  unexplained  and  not  statistically  valid  decroaso, 
since  the  figures  involved  in  both  years  aro  so  small  the.t  no  roal 
significance  can  be  placed  on  them. 

The  over  all  national  figures  for  cancer  of  the  lung  aro 
increasing,  despite  the  publicity  which  has  boon  put  forward  on 
the  relationship  of  this  disease  to  heavy  cigarette  smoking.

The  past  year,  destined  to  he  ny  last  full  year  as  your 
Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  has  been  one  of  progress  with  the  usual 
crop  of  problems. 

After  continuing  the  disposal  of  refuse  for  the  first  three 
months  of  the  year,  to  the  Tovil  Destructor,  April  1st.  saw  the 
commencement  of  controlled  tipping  in  the  partially  worked  out  sand 
pit  in  Runham  Lane,  Harrietsham,  This  has  meant  shorter  vehicle  hauls 
and  our  ability  to  sell  a limited  amount  of  paper  and  light  iron. 

The  year  commenced  with  the  knowledge  that  we  had  to  think 
again  to  try  to  solve  the  knotty  problem  of  how  to  dispose  of  cesspool 
contents  without  offence  and  in  a manner  which  would  be  acceptable  to 
the  Minister,  It  was  decided  to  endeavour  to  purchase  ten  acres  of 
remote  woodland,  grub  it  of  trees  and  by  alternate  dosing  of  pre- 
determined areas,  to  plough  the  land  and  if  possible  crop  it.  The 
Fordson  tractor  purchased  for  the  spreading  of  refuse  would  be  a use- 
ful implement.  The  preliminary  steps  were  made  during  the  year,  the 
site  was  chosen,  the  owners  consent  to  sell  obtained,  and  the  District 
Valuers  approval  to  the  price  received.  In  August  I was  compelled  to 
cease  tipping  on  Leeds  Castle  land  in  Kingswood. 

With  the  power  to  dispense  licences  under  the  various  Acts 
of  Parliament  inevitable  comes  the  appeal  to  the  Magistrates  Court 
when  one  is  refused.  In  the  case  of  procedure  under  the  Public  Health 
Act  action  is  usually  limited  to  this  lower  Court.  The  Sorrell  case 
involving  a refusal  to  grant  a slaughterhouse  licence  was  heard  at  the 
Appeals  Committee  of  the  West  Kent  Quarter  Sessions  where  the  Appeal 
was  again  disallowed. 

No  Capital  schemes  were  commenced  during  the  year,  apart 
from  the  re-laying  of  part  of  the  main  sewer  in  Sutton  Valence,  where 
clay  jointed  pipes  were  the  cause  of  mary  blockages. 


Cleansing 

A,  Cesspool  Emptying 

The  Council  operated  four  vehicles  for  this  purpose  which 
whilst  primarily  concerned  with  cesspools  they  were  used  for  necessary 
maintenance  of  permanent  Sewage  Disposal  Works  and  Housing  Site  Plants. 

Vehicles  continued  to  discharge  into  the  Borough  Sewers  in 
St,  Peter  Street  and  1282  loads  were  disposed  of  in  this  way.

Disposal  of  the  Dead 


The  Department  was  called  upon  to  arrange  for  the  burial  of  one 
person  whose  financial  resources  were  insufficient  to  pay  the 
Undertaker's  fees,  U0  monies  were  recovered,  the  deceased  being  too 
old  for  a Death  Grant  to  be  paid.

The  residential  camp  at  Holm  Mill,  Harrietsham,  was  conducted 
very  satisfactorily  throughout  the  year.
